A Little Imp ro vemen t 
Need ed By Pro b in g Gro u p 
With all its achievements the House Committee on 
un-American Activities has had one considerable fault. 
Its members have occasionally acted too much upon 
Impulse. 
The unfortunate Duggan case was an instance 
in point. 
The committee was sailing along beauti­ 
fully, enhancing its prestige by doing an excellent 
J ob of ferreting out Communist activities in connection 
with State Department secrets. 
Its probings had 
finally forced the J ustice Department to take action 
and m.ade President Truman’s “ red herring" charge 
look ridiculous. 
Then came the death of Laurence Duggan and 
♦ he statement by Congressman Mundt linking Duggan 
with testimony before the committee. 
The inference 
was plain that Duggan was guilty of un-American 
activities. 
I: didn't help Duggan or the committee 
that- his name has later been cleared of all suspicion. 
It Is such occasional ill-timed and ill-considered 
remarks that give opponents of the committee their 
only ammunition. 
The committee, as has been point­ 
ed out by several observers, should adhere more strict­ 
ly to the rules of investigation. 
Some suggestions 
for Improvements have been made by Reprelsentative 
Mundt himself. 
These would tighten rules, prevent 
unauthorized disclosures and give more protection to 
witnesses. 
There is a decided place for an un-American 
.Activities Committee in Congress and the last Con­ 
gress was wise in making it a permanent committee. 
The Administration is all too prone to cover up its 
faults. 
It is the duty of Congress to keep a watchful 
eye on what goes on. 
It is well for run-of-mine American-s to remember 
that the un-American Activities Committee Is under 
the constant fire of the ablest smear artists in 
America. 
That committee has been performing a 
tremendously useful service. 
W^at faults it has are 
not major ones. 
They can and should be corrected.

Wh o Are Those "Peacefu l 
L ead ers In So viet Russia 
It is understandable that President Truman should 
decline to name those “ certain leaders in the govern­ 
ment" of Russia who “ are e.xceedingly anxious to 
have understanding with us," since to name any such 
men might condemn them to exile or death. 
What 
i.« not understandable is why the President of the 
United States should choose to make a pronouncement 
on foreign policy at a casual luncheon party. 
Americans are now asking who are those Russian 
leaders so eager to end the cold war. 
The only men 
in Russia who might be called “ government leaders’* 
are the 13 members of the Politiburo. 
In theory, they 
m.ake all Russian policy. 
Actually, policy is made 
by J oseph Stalin 
He names the members of the 
Politburo and shifts them about at will. 
He may con- . 
suit them and listen to their advice but the final and 
unquestioned decision is always his. 
Perhaps Mr. 
Truman is still looking hopefully to “ old J oe.” 
Possibly the President has information that some 
Politburo members have lately been urging a truce 
with the United States as a matter of current tactics. 
There may be disagreement in the Politburo on ques­ 
tions of tactics though never of aims. 
But if Mr. 
Truman is nourishing hopes for a genuine peace on 
such barren stock he should glance again at recent 
history. 
It was Russian tactics to seem co-operative at 
Teheran. Yalta and Potsdam. 
As a result, Roosevelt 
and the whole democratic West were badly burned at 
Teheran and Yalta, and Truman was burned at Pots­ 
dam, as he now admits. 
Yet, during the recent cam­ 
paign, he was ready to send Chief J ustice Vinson to 
Moscow for talks with “ old J oe” which would have 
undermined our potential allies in Europe—and w’as 
only stopped by Marshall. 
As an authoritative article in the current “ Foreign 
Affairs” points out. everything Stalin has said or 
written points toward the ultimate world triumph of 
Communism. 
If and when Stalin alters that world 
aim. and suits the action to the word, it will be time 
enough to count on an “ understanding” with Russia.

'H ie latter is an unu.sual co m pli­ 
catio n o l high blo o d pressure In 
which the tenusio n so ars suddenly to 
dangero us levels, a t w'hich tim e the 
sufferer is plagued w ith headache, 
is usually dl^ío rientated, and has dif­ 
ficulty in seeing, hearing, and talk­ 
ing. 
Such bo uts are .serio us and 
incapacitating and m ay no t subside 
fo r sev eral days. The blo o d pressure 
dro ps alm o st im m ediately afte r ta k­ 
ing th e drug and the physicians in 
questio n o bserv'ed general im pro ve­ 
m ent in th e physical and m ental 
status o f the patients. W hen sh o rt­ 
ness o f breath and palpitatio n were 
present, these m anifestatio ns were 
relieved also . 


T he influence o f the pro duct o n 
pressure readings is tem po rary, and 
it m ust be given a t interv als o f 
eight to 12 ho urs.

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A Little Improvement 
Needed By Probing Group 
With all its achievements the House Committee on 
un-American Activities has had one considerable fault. 
It* members have occasionally acted too much upon 
impulse. 
The unfortunate Duggan case was an instance 
in point. 
The committee was sailing along beauti­ 
fully. enhancing its prestige by doing an excellent 
Job of ferreting out Communist activities in connection 
with State Department secrets. 
Its probings had 
finally forced the Justice Department to take action 
and made President Truman’a Ted herring” charge 
look ridiculous. 
Then came the death of Laurence Duggan and 
The statement by Congressman Mundt linking Duggan 
with testimony before the committee. 
The inference 
wa?* plain that Duggan mas guilty of un-American 
activities. 
It didn't help Duggan or the committee 
that his name has later been cleared of all suspicion. 
It is such occasional ill-timed and ill-considered 
remarks that give opponents of the committee their 
only ammunition. 
The committee, as has been point­ 
ed out by several observers, should adhere more strict­ 
ly to the rules of investigation. 
Some suggestions 
for Improvements have been made by Representative 
Mundt himself. 
These would tighten rules, prevent 
unauthorized disclosures and give more protection to 
witnesses. 
There is a decided place for an un-American 
Activities Committee in Congress and the last Con­ 
gress was wise in making it a permanent committee. 
’Hie Administration is all too prone to cover up its 
faults. 
It is the duty of Congress to keep a watchful 
eye on what goes on. 
1 
It is well for run-of-mine Americans to remember 
that the un-American Activities Committee is under 
the constant fire of the ablest smear artists in 
America. 
That committee has been performing a 
tremendously useful service. 
WJiat faults it has are 
not major ones. 
They can and should be corrected.

Who Are Those "Peaceful 
Leaders In Soviet Russia 
It is understandable that President Truman should 
decline to name those -certain leaders in the govern­ 
ment" of Russia who “are exceedingly anxious to 
have understanding with us.” since to name any such 
men might condemn them to exile or death 
What 
is not understandable is why the Pre>ident of the 
United Stites should choose to make a pronouncement 
od foreign policy at a casual luncheon party. 
Americans are now asking who arc those Russian 
leaders so eager to end the cold war 
The only men 
in Russia who might be called ‘government leaders” 
are the 13 members of the Politiburo. 
In theory, they 
make ah Russian policy. 
Actually, policy is made 
by Joseph Stalin. 
He names the members of the 
Politburo and shifts them about at will. 
He may con­ 
sult them and listen to their advice but the final and 
unquestioned decision is always his. 
Perhaps Mr. 
Truman is still looking hopefully to “old Joe ” 
Possibly the President has information that some 
Politburo members have lately been urging a truce 
with the United States as a matter of current tactics. 
There may be disagreement in the Politburo on ques­ 
tions of tactics though never of aims. 
But if Mr. 
Truman is nourishing hopes for a genuine peace on 
such barren stock he should glance again at recent 
history. 
It was Russian tactics to seem co-operative at 
Teheran. Yalta and Potsdam. 
As a result, Roosevelt 
and the whole democratic West were badly burned at 
Teheran and Yalta, and Truman was burned at Pots­ 
dam. a.' he now admits. 
Yet, during the recent cam­ 
paign, he was ready to send Chief Justice Vinson to 
Moscow for talks with -old Joe” which would have 
undermined our potential allies in Europe—and was 
only stopped by Marshall. 
As an authoritative article in the current “Foreign 
Affairs” points out. everything Stalin has said or 
written points toward the ultimate world triumph of 
Communism. 
If and when Stalin alters that world 
aim and suits the action to the word, it will be time 
•Dough to count on an -understanding” with Russia. 


Revenge Against Mr. 
Truman Could Be Sweet 
What with high income taxes and the high cost 
of living. President Truman’s salary of $75,000 a year, 
plus a $40,000 allowance for travel, is admittedly in­ 
adequate. 
A Senate Civil Service subcommittee has 
recommended that his salary be raised to $100,000 and 
that it be supplemented by a new expense allowance 
of $50 OOO free from income taxes and not requiring an 
accounting 
However, the Constitution forbids any 
change m a President’s compensation “during the 
period for which he shall have been elected.” 
In 
other words. Congress must act favorably before 
January 20. when the new presidential term begins. 
It would be the easiest thing in the world for the 
Republican minority in the new Congress to prevent 
action before that date merely by organizing a fili­ 
buster 
The material for an endless array of time­ 
consuming speeches has been provided by Mr Truman 
himself 
He has called Republican members of Con­ 
gress “a bunch of old mossbacks.” “silent and cunning 
men" “the forces of fear and reaction,” “backward 
looking ” “the puppets of big business.” “good for 
nothing, do nothing,” and practitioneers of “the ugliest 
trickery in the history of Congress ” 
A detailed answer to these charges would block 
consideration of the salary bill until long after Jan­ 
uary 20 
However, our guess is that the Republican 
legislators will grin broadly, recall that Harry Truman 
was once a fellow member and let the bill ride, many 
of them even voting for it

A High Blood Pressure 
Remedy 
Veratrum virile, the latest remedy 
foi high blood pressure, is an old 
drug <hellebore), it fell into dis­ 
repute many years ago but has been 
fer . 
a h i 
revived, thus fol­ 
lowing a familiar 
pattern noted in 
several 
of 
o u r 
modern medicines. 
T h e oldtimers 
were aware of the 
p otentialities of 
t h e 
preparation 
but found it too 
toxic. Experiments 
in 
t h o s e 
days 
Dr. Van Delicti demonstrated that 
it slowed and softened the pulse, 
lowered blood pressure, decreased 
fever due to infection, and induced 
sweating. This was a remarkable 
action but the strength of each 
batch of veratrum varied so much 
that 
no one 
could predict what 
would happen when it was adminis­ 
tered. On one occasion, the desired 
effect would be 'Obtained; on an­ 
other. collapse ensued. 
In other 
words, the compound was so risky 
that it had to be abandoned; but it 
mas not forgotten and. in recent 
decades, has undergone considerable 
investigation. 


The substance is manufactured 
from a plant and the active in­ 
gredients now can be obtained in 
powdered 
form 
and 
incorporated 
into tablets in definite amounts. 
Consequently, the physician knows 
exactly 
how 
much 
is contained 
within each tablet and what results 
can be expected. Dr. W. K. Hite 
of Peoria employed the chemical on 
30 hypertensive individuals. During 
the third week of treatm ent, 60 per 
cent showed a reduction in systolic 
pressure greater than 25 mm; in 26 
per cent, the diastolic reading fell 
20 mm or better. In addition, all 
except two cases experienced a res­ 
toration of a sense of well being and 
relief of symptoms attributable to 
their elevated pressures. 
I>rs. E. D. Prels and J. R. Stanton 
of Boston used veratrum vt ride on 
40 victims of essential hypertension. 
Their results were equally encour­ 
aging, especially among persons who 
had exhibited high blood pressure 
for many years and has resisted 
other 
forms 
of 
treatm ent; 
The 
medication was likewise of value in 
hypertensives with heart complica­ 
tions and in •hypertensive crisis* 
The latter is an unusual compli­ 
cation of high blood pressure in 
which the tension soars suddenly to 
dangerous levels, at which time the 
sufferer is plagued with headache, 
is usually disorientated, and has dif­ 
ficulty in seeing, hearing, and talk­ 
ing. 
Such bouts are serious and 
incapacitating and may not subside 
for several days. The blood pressure 
drops almost immediately after tak­ 
ing the drug and the physicians in 
question observed general improve­ 
ment in the physical and mental 
status of the patients. When short­ 
ness of breath and palpitation were 
present, these manifestations were 
relieved also. 


The influence of the product on 
pressure readings is temporary, and 
it must be given at intervals of 
eight to 12 hours. Otherwise the 
tension is prone to return to its 
previous level. If too much vera­ 
trum is utilized at one time, un­ 
pleasant reactions may arise because 
of its toxic nature. Overdosage may 
lower the pressure and slow the 
pulse to such an extent that sweat­ 
ing. nausea, vomiting, blurred vision. 
and a sense of numbness about the 
mouth develops; occasionally, col­ 
lapse ensues. Such symptoms can 
be 
abolished 
with 
atrophine 
or 
ephedrine, but they seldom occur if 
the drug is used properly. 
Self- 
medication is dangerous because a 
preparation of this 
type Is too 
potent for a novice to fool with. 
But in tile hands of physicians 
experienced in its use. it should 
prove an excellent tool.

Atomic Radiation Near New York 
Atomic scientists and weather ex­ 
perts have teamed up to prevent 
another Donora smog tragedy Just 
outside New Yor$ City. They are 
working on ways to protect the ten 
million residents of Long Island 
and New York City from possible 
exposure to deadly atomic radia­ 
tion. 
I ts not the bomb that worries 
the scientists, but the deadly waste 
gases th at will be discharged into 
the air beginning this spring when 
the world’s most powerful atomic 
pile goes into action at Brookhaven, 
Long Island—only 50 miles from 
New York City. 


The scientists have noted that 
under certain wind and atmos­ 
pheric 
conditions 
e v e n 
the 
lightest amoke will emerge from 
a chimney and settle to the 
ground, lf the radioactive gases 
from the new atomic pile were 
to blow down instead of up and 
hover clone to the earth in a 
densely populated area, the re­ 
sult might be tragic. 


To avoid 
any 
possible danger 
from tills direction, Dr. Lyle Borst, 
noted physicist in charge of the 
new pile, called on the experts of 
the U. S. Weather Bureau for as­ 
sistance. 
Today the two groups ol scientists 
—atomic and weather—are explor­ 
ing every angle of low-level weather 
condition. They feel that if they 
can learn enough about what makes 
smoke go down instead of up they'll 
then be able to forsee the approach 
of dangerous atmospheric condi­ 
tions. Ax one scientist put it: “When 
we finish our research, all the smoke 
and fumes that leave the Brook­ 
haven pile will go in one direction, 
up—and they'll keep on going up.** 
“Note: W eathermen think th at the 
research under way at Brookhaven 
may go a long way in preventing 
tragedies due to industrial smoke. 
They’re thinking of Donora's recent 
smog victims. 
Forres tai vs. Forres tai 
Senators who are studying De­ 
fense Secretary Forrestal's demand 
for .sweeping power over the secre­ 
taries for air. army and navy, can't 
help remembering one thing which 
the public may have forgot. The 
James Forrestal who now demands 
such sweeping power is the very 
same James Forrestal who, with his 
Wall Street partner, wrote the n a­ 
tional defense setup which he now 
complains about. 


Senators arr also inclined to 
believe that when a man fails 
at a Job important to the na­ 
tional security, he should not 
get a second chance to make 
another failure. 
Actually, Forrestal Is the vic­ 
tim of his own lobbying. 


When President Truman, as a 
result of hLs senatorial work on the

The compromise he drafted 
was called the “Eberstadt Plan.” 
This loose-knit regrouping of the 
Army, Navy, and Air Forces was 
what Congress eventually bought 
and is in effect today. In It Forres­ 
tal and Eberstadt purposely set up 
the loose controls which Forrestal 
now complains about. 
Eberstadt Reviews Eberstadt 
Later, Herbert Hoover, charged 
with the Job of reorganizing the ex­ 
ecutive branch of the government, 
called Eberstadt back and asked 
him to head the committee review­ 
ing the success of unification. There 
was 
considerable 
protest 
against 
this inside the Hoover commission, 
for it violated a well-founded Amer­ 
ican principle that a man should 
not sit as judge in reviewing his 
own decisions. 
T hat 
principle 
was 
discarded, 
however, and Mr. Hoover decreed 
th at Eberstadt should sit as judge 
to decide if his own unification plan 
was working. Tile result was as 
could be expected. 
Eberstadt found little wrong with 
the Eberstadt plan. 


F bemud! and Jim Forrestal 
have fought many battles shoul­ 
der- to-shoulder. They were not 
only partners in Dillon Read 
and Company back in the days 
when their firm poured millions 
Into Germany, but they were 
partners in backing the military 
in the struggle against civilians 
In the war production board.

His plea last week for far-reaching 
power over tile secretaries for air, 
Navy, and Army shows the extent 
of the split. In making it he asked 
for violation of another long-stand­ 
ing American rule: when a man 
fails at a job im portant to the 
security of the nation, he does not 
get a chance 
to make another 
failure. 
Merry- Go- Round 
Congress is slated to lose one of 
lls ablest members when Herman 
Eberharter of Pittsburgh (Demo­ 
crat) becomes a federal judge, re­ 
placing U. S. District Judge Robert

Taylor's Divination Ignored 
In this background, the Senate 
Democrats last week held a caucus. 
One Senator. Glen H. Taylor of 
Idaho, had run in the election last 
November, as candidate for Vice 
President on Mr. Henry A. Wallace's 
Progressive Partv ticket. 
That is 
about as far a divination'from party 
solidarity as is passible. But the 
caucus of Senate Democrats did 
nothing about that. Their attitude 
was sound, legally and politically. 
Mr. Taylor is a Democratic Senator, 
elected on that ticket four years 
ago. for a term which has two years 
yet to run. And any notion of dis­ 
crimination about anyone in either 
the W'allace Progressive dissenting 
party or the States’ Rights one. 
would be unwise, especially in the 
condition in which the Democrartie 
Party now Is. 
For the fact remains th at the 
Democratic majority Is not solid, 


and th at the presence of a left-wing 
and a right-wing portent? cleavage 
on many important items of propas- 
ed legislation. 
But there is also a 
third group describable its middle- 
k>f-the-road. This group has strong 
entrenchm ent in official party lead­ 
ership. 
Vice President-elect Barkley, who 
will be presiding officer of the Sen­ 
ate. is distinctly middle-of-the-road 
both in attitude toward ideology, arf 
between conservative and liberal, 
and also in tolerant regard for the 
right of individual nnrty members 
to 
take such 
positions as they 
choose. In the role of majority .Hcn- 
ate leader, which Mr Barkley had 
during eight years of the Roosevelt 
Administration, he has had lone ex­ 
perience in spraying the lubricant 
of an equable temperament on the 
manv frictions that arose between 
Roosevelt and the Senate. Mlddle- 
of-the-road also Is Senator Scott 
Lucas of Illinois, whom the Demo­ 
crat!'* Senate caucus last week chose 
unanimously to be Senate leader 
and chairmen of th#* Policy and 
Steering Committee. 
On the most 
contentious issue that aro«e during 
the 
Truman 
Administration, 
the 
Taft-Hartlev 
labor 
law. 
Senator 
Lucas first voted for the law. a long 
step in tolerance, considering that 
It was a FcnubHcan measure, and 
later voted to sunoort 
President 
Trum an’s veto of it. T hese two men 
In official leadership. Mr. Barkley 
and Mr. Lucas, can be expected to 
go to extreme lengths in averting 
cleavage between the left a^d ri«ht 
wings of the party, or between 
President Trum an and Centres*!. 
Party Solidarit** Not Enough 
Yet mere party solidarity, if it 
should be achieved, is not enough to 
assure success for the Truman Ad­ 
ministration.

America Turning Aw ay From 


Sound Economics, Fiscal Policy,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—This is 
not just another political turnover 
in Congress — one political party 
taking over today from the other. 
This day is historic, for it marks 
the beginning of an epoch. It is a 
milestone in American evolution. 
For the new Congress which was 
voted into power on November 2nd 
has been given a m andate which 
many pressure groups are claiming 
is an instruction to break up Amer­ 
ican businesses of large size, levy 
penalties 
on 
profits, 
give 
labor 
unions unhampered power to do as 
they please and permit all manner 
of strikes and work stoppages, no 
m atter how the public interest may 
be jeopardized. 
It is being interpreted also as a 
m andate to spend vast sums of 
money in the name of social wel­ 
fare, irrespective of the fact that a 
$250,000,000,000 debt hangs over the 
national economy and already im­ 
perils the future value of the dollar 
in terms of gold. 
The members of the new Con­ 
gress have been elected on a plat­ 
form that repudiates the economy 
policies of the Eightieth Congress 
and denounces its unwillingness to 
vote more money or privileges for 
special groups. So the converse of 
that policy of thrift and conserva­ 
tism apparently has not been given 
sanction. 
It means that the party which 
promises the most out of the public 
treasury' can count on support at 
the polls. The efforts made by the 
Republicans to hold the scales even 
as between management and labor 
are termed reactionary while the 
new program of giving the labor 
unions power to m aintain closed- 
shop monopolies is characterized as 
a ’‘return of New Dealism” or 
“liberalism." 
Philosophy Dominating Scene 
To be liberal with the taxpayers’ 
money is the political philosophy 
that dominates 
the 
scene — the 
theory being th at America’s re­ 
sources are inexhaustible and th at 
tax moneys are to be gathered in 
merely by legislating a new set of 
tax rates. 
In America, where there is an 
honest belief among so-called lib­ 
erals that capitalism and the pri­ 
vate-enterprise system can be sub­ 
jected to any amount of political 
punishment and still 
thrive and 
keep its economic strength, there is 
an unwitting but determined effort 
to intensify the very class conflict 
on which the Communists pin their 
hopes xo strongly. 
Britain 
has 
already 
weakened 
under the strain of the first step 
toward 
disintegration, 
which 
is 
socialism. No longer is the British 
economic system able to hold up its 
head. in the world, and were it not 
for the alms of a benevolent Amer­ 
ica. through direct loans and non’ 
the Marshall Plan. Stalin would be 
witnessing a greater infiltration of 
Communist and left-wing philoso­ 
phy in England than has appeared 
thus far. 
In America the managerial class 


has for the last fifteen years taken 
a real beating through 
punitive 
taxes which not only impair in­ 
centive but actually prevent the 
rise of an equity market out of 
which the risk capital to build n e ^ 
enterprises or expand old ones must 
be derived. 
The new Congress, being spoz^fe 
sored by radicals and aided a n < ^ 
abetted by the most powerful left­ 
wing movement America has wit­ 
nessed in all its history, now wU! 
take over the Job of performing a 
surgical 
operation 
on 
American 
business enterprise. All this is going 
on at a time when the huge public 
debt has failed to impress the m an­ 
agers of governmental funds that 
there is need for a smaller instead 
of a larger annual budget. 
The end result inevitably must be 
a climax in which economic up­ 
heaval will stir up more and more 
demands for more socialism and 
state control. 
The rewriting of the commerce 
clause of the Constitution by the 
Supreme Court in 1937 gave the 
f e d e r a l 
government centralized 
power. 
The war added to that 
centralization. Today the mandate 
of the first post-war presidential 
election plainly indicates a trend 
toward more and more centraliza­ 
tion of power In the hands of gov­ 
ernm ent and more and more con­ 
trol of the government by vested 
interests and keekers after special 
privilege. 
Politics Reached New Lew 
Politics during the recent cam­ 
paign reached a new low with a 
sordid appeal to the materialistic 
instincts of the voters. 
Certainly 
the Communists who observe the 
American scene must have chuckled 
as they read how the pressure 
groups rose to claim a victory over 
the managerial and business class 
and how the labor unions—the first 
instrum ent of collectivism on the 
road to a socialistic state—won the 
big victory and command now a 
majority in the Congress and con­ 
trol the policies of the President. 
This is all grist for the Com­ 
munist mill, and the next two ye*rs 
will see confirmed the theory that 
America has turned away from 
sound economics and a sound fiscal 
policy. It’s an age-old idea—history 
repeating 
itself with the 
public 
really not knowing what is happen­ 
ing when the monetary unit is 
being constantly devalued as the 
price level rises and debt goes to 
fantastic heights. 
The new Congress will be known 
as the one that will have spent 
the most, taxed the most and legis­ 
lated the most in behalf of all the 
large pressure groups. For the lid 
on spending is now off—the last of
